Opponents and proponents of the 
proposed lot splits clashed in heated 
exchanges spanning more than three 
hours 
Emotions 
spilled 
over 
to 
a 
hallway during an intermission and 
resulted in near fisticuffs 
No action was taken on either the 
Demeter or the Rammco requests 
because of errors in the maps 
However the commission made it 
clear that testimony on the two lot 
splits 
would 
figure 
in eventual 
decisions 
Opponents of both requests took 
advantage of the opportunity to 
make sometimes impassioned pleas 
against the divisions of land, and for 
the 
protection 
of 
the 
Mission 
entrance 
Commissioner Robert C. Lilley 
who owns a parcel immediately 
south of the Demeter property 
withstood suggestions that he had a 
conflict of interest on the issue He 
declared that he had no interest in 
the. Demeter property, monetary or 
otherwise and would not disqualify 
himself from voting on the question 
Lilley had previously shown favor 
for the Demeter request 


Lilley said he and his family had 
worked on behalf of the Mission for 
35 years and had great feelings for 
the landmark Then he called Fred 
Bock, member of the audience a 
"newcomer to the scene Bock had 
challenged Lilley’s position.

President stands firm 
against resignation 


W A S H I N G T O N 
( U P I ) 
President Nixon is standing firm 
against resignation, a White House 
spokesman said today. 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren 
said 
that 
it 
was 
not 
necessary for Nixon to bring up the 
question of resignation during an 
hour-long meeting this morning with 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford 
because Ford "knows very well the 
President’s intention and feeling on 
the matter and that the President 
intends to complete his term.’ 
Warren said that in their meeting, 
with no other aides present. Ford 
and Nixon had a "good talk.” 
They discussed the domestic and 
foreign policies of this country,

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Only one day into its impeachment hearings, the 
House Judiciary Committee has been told that President Nixon may have 
been 
more 
intimately 
involved 
in 
Watergate than he ever has 
acknowledged. 
The inference that Nixon had at least general knowledge of the 
Republicans’ illegal plan to conduct espionage against the Democrats came 
behind closed doors from John M. 
Doar, the committee's chief 
impeachment counsel. 
Methodically — in a session characterized later by Rep Hamilton Fish 
Jr.. R-N.Y., as “sober” — Doar read from a thick, black looseleaf notebook 
called "Book 1.” 
He presented evidence for two and a half hours to the first congressional 
hearing in 106 years into the possible impeachment of a president. 
The event itself was undramatic. 
But the hearing became one more source of pressure on a besieged Nixon. 


On the hustings in Illinois, Vice President Gerald R. Ford no longer 
claimed he could find no evidence of presidential wrongdoing in Nixon’s 
Watergate transcripts, 
And in Congress Republican leaders did not shy from discussing the 
consequences — on the party and the nation —of a presidential resignation. 


In the high-ceilinged Judiciary Committee hearing room, Doar focused 
attention on events which occurred in the Oval Office before the June 17, 
1972. Watergate break-in. 
On March 30, 1972, Jeb Stuart Magruder, then running the Committee to 
Re-elect the President, met with John N. Mitchell at Key Biscayne, F la. 
Magruder testified later that Mitchell at that meeting approved a 
modified version of G. Gordon Liddy’s "intelligence-gathering plan. 
Magruder then met with H. R. Haldeman, White House chief of staff, 
upon his return to Washington. 
On April 4, Nixon met first with Haldeman, then with Mitchell, then again 
with Haldeman. 
Three congressmen said Doar indicated Nixon might have been told of the 
Liddy plan — but not of plans for the actual Watergate break-in — at that 
time. 
Nixon always has insisted he had no prior knowledge of the break-in 
The committee now may subpoena the April 4 tape —one that it already 
has requested. The White House said Tuesday it would give the committee 
no more Watergate evidence, feeling the panel has "the full story.” 
"W e’ve got to get that tape,” said one member after hearing Doar. 
"It would determine whether the President was involved, it would reflect 
on presidential awareness,” said another.

Golda Meir’s office. 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban, one 
of the Israeli negotiators, said:

reports from Secretary Kissinger on 
his visits to Saudi Arabia and Egypt. 
We’ve reviewed the situation in light 
of 
those 
reports 
and 
we also 


continued our very detailed and 
concrete analysis of the elements 
involved 
in

disengagement 
agreement.” 
Kissinger 
returned 
to 
Israel 
saying

optimistic in the last 24 hours that 
an agreement could be reached. 
Israeli deputy Prime Minister 
Yigal 
Allon

The investigation which led to the 
bust of Little Jimmy and other 
Lompocans 
for 
narcotics 
sales 
began on Feb. 28 when Detective 
Keith Bobb answered the phone on 
his desk. 
"D o 
you 
want 
to clean 
up 
Lompoc7,” said a female voice. 
“Hell, yes. What law enforcement 
officer wouldn’t,” said Keith Bobb. 
The caller was 20-year-old Mary 
In the background was 24-year-old 
Dan, her boyfriend. Detective Bobb 
had picked up Dan and Mary the day 
before the ohone call and had hauled 


them down to the Lompoc Police 
Department 
for 
possession 
of 
narcotics. Dan adamantly explained 
that 
the 
b indie 
of 
powdery 
substance he found in a bedroom of 
Dan’s parent’s home was cocoa and 
baking soda, not heroin. 
"We were going to burn someone 
for $30,” he said, meaning he had 
concocted the bogus dope to sell to 
another user — a hype. 
Keith Bobb let them go and said 
he would have the powder analyzed. 
If the results came back positive, he 
would come looking for them. 
‘‘We’re 
ready 
to 
start 
a 
program,” said Mary, now on the 
phone. 
Though 
Detective 
Bobb 
was 
supicious of Dan and Mary now 
volunteering to work for him, he 


knew he had nothing to lose, really. 
And he knew that they had just 
concluded working as snitches for 
the narcotics task force in Santa 
Barbara and were waiting to testify 
in court and living at the home of 
Dan’s parents. 
The couple had been in jail in 
Santa Barbara waiting to go to court 
on charges of check forgery and 
possession of paraphernalia when a 
task force member made them an 
offer: if they agreed to work as 
informants, the pending charges 
would be dropped. 
The offer was made because Dan 
is a well-known hype and dealer who 
knows many other dealers in Santa 
Barbara. 
Dan and Mary agreed to work off 
their beef, as this practice is called, 


by serving as snitches in a buy 
program. Under a program, the task 
force would front them money and 
they would buy dope — any variety, 
heroin, weed, coke, pills, hash — 
from dealers in Santa Barbara. The 
difference under the buy program is 
that they wouldn't use the dope for 
personal consumption and would tell 
a court of law that yes, this or that 
dealer sold me that dope. 
Besides 
getting 
their charges 
dropped, they would receive $10 for 
each buy for expenses. 
Why they were ready to start a 
buy program in Lompoc when they 
had no beef to work off — was a 
question Keith Bobb could only 
surmise. 
Possibly 
they 
were 
grateful he gave them a break the 
day before and let them go. Maybe 


they needed the customary $10 a buy 
as they had no income. Maybe it was 
revenge. 
It so happened that on Feb. 28 Dan 
needed $10 more for a fix. They 
drove 
by 
the 
Lompoc 
Police 
Department and he said to Mary, 
"Hey, you know what? I know where 
we can get $10.” 
Mary called Keith Bobb, made the 
first buy that day, and Dan got the 
needed $10. 
Dan himself couldn’t work for a 
police department again like he just 
had in Santa Barbara. A superior 
court 
judge, 
who 
despises 
informants, learned that Dan was 
working as a snitch and swiftly 
ended this contact by amending his 
probation never to work again as an 


i n f n r m a n t 


Mary would have to do all the 
buying in Lompoc. 
There is no honor among hypes. 
This should be the first rule of 
survival. 
Snitching 
may be an 
infamous name for an infamous 
practice 
to many 
self-righteous 
citizens and social weed smokers, 
but this attitude is an uninformed 
one.

To be a hype is to know a life of 
rip-offs, jail time, highs, scheming, 
withdrawals, and snitching. No high 
principles or honor is involved in

is apparently in violation of 
several county ordinances 
governing grading and flood 
control, countv authorities 
maintained 


Exxon has applied to the

processing plant along with 
allied pipeline and terminal 
facilities to accommodate 


development of its gigantic

work 
scarring the hillsides and 
choking the canyon stream 
bed comes prior to any 
county action providing a 
go-ahead to the project it 
was stated.

When I take it now. I very 
seldom get all loaded and 
can’t do anything I function 
better on it.

Beside 
snitching, 
a 
common practice between 
dopers is to rip-off or burn 
someone. Dan’s selling a 
bindle of bogus dope — that 
would have been a burn 
With the money. Dan would 
have copped 
some good 
stuff and shot it up. 


Another rip-off technique 
is for one person to act as a 
buyer’s 
and 
seller's 
go- 
between when the buyer 
d oe sn ’t 
know 
the 
connection. The go-between 
takes the buyer’s money 
under the pretense of buying 
or copping the dope for him, 
telling the buyer that the 
connection only sells dope to 
people he knows personally. 
Then the go-between fails to 
return with the contraband 


Surprisingly, 
there 
is 
little 
retaliation 
by 
the 
would-be 
buyer. 
He 
certainly can’t complain to 
the police. 


Dan is wise to this type of 
burn: 
“ You know what? I never 
front my money to anyone, 
not even my best friends. If 
I'm at a person’s house 
who’s going to go cop (buy 
for me), I'll do it maybe, 
because I'm looking around 
and seeing a color TV and 
thinking well, if he burns 
me, then I go get that color 
TV.” ’ 


Dan and 
Mary justify 
their turning snitch — they 
wouldn't have been in jail in 
Santa Barbara waiting to go 
to trial for forgery if some 
of their friends had kept 
quiet. 
Rationalizes 
Dan: 
“ I 
know, man, I ’ve seen other 
people turn snitches like 
me. Like it’s happened to 
guys that’s been in the 
penitentiary three or four 
times and the next time 
they’re supposed to go to the 
pen they don’t want to go. So 
they say, well, I ’ll do this. 
Everybody tells. George, 
one of my good friends, he’s 
told 
on 
us 
about 
the 
checks.” 
Added Mary: “ The police 
told us he snitched on us... 
he was saving his neck. It’s 
a dog-eat-dog world ” 
On Feb. 28 Mary started 
turning in their Lompoc 
friends for $10 a buy. Of 
course, she did this knowing 
that it would put a freeze on 
all their dope connections in 
town, as it would in Santa 
Barbara, 
and 
would 
terminate many friendships 
when it came to testify in 
court. 
But that was all right. 
They had plans to move out 
of state and start a new life, 
hopefully 
to 
end 
their 
intimacy with heroin. Like 
Little 
Jimm y 
and 
his 
pregnant 
girlfriend, 
Dan 
and Mary had clean living 
plans for 1974. 
(Tomorrow: getting burnt 
and turning Little Jim m y.)

CHICAGO MJI’h - Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford, 
though voicing some of his 
strongest criticisms yet of 
the Nixon administration, 
Thursday 
said 
President 
Nixon is innocent of any 
impeachable offense and 
predicted 
that, 
if 
exonerated, the President 
can retain public trust 
“ To 
me, 
I 
see 
overwhelming 
evidence 
- and this includes what I 
consider to be the truth 
from other sources 
that 
the President is not guilty of 
any impeachable offense,” 
Ford told a University of 
Chicago news conference 
But Ford said he still 
stood on his assessment of 
last Saturday delivered at 
the University of Michigan, 
that 
“ the 
transcripts 
conferred no sainthood on 
anyone.” 
The vice president, in a 
speaking 
swing 
through 
Illinois, also voiced some of 
his strongest criticism of 
the administration and the 
Watergate 
scandal. 
He 
criticized the editing of the 
transcripts and what he 
called the ‘‘sorry mess” of 
Watergate. 
Speaking 
at 
Eastern 
Illinois 
University 
in 
Charleston 
Thursday 
morning, the Vice President 
referred 
to 
a 
“ grave 
situation,” caused by “ a 


continuous 
series 
of 
revelations and reports of 
corruption, 
malfeasance 
and 
wrongdoing 
in 
the 
federal government, not the 
least of which is the sorry 
mess 
which carries the 
lable of Watergate.” 
The time has come, he 
said, for public officials to 
face and speak the truth,

Calley to

COLUMBUS, Ga. (UPI) 
— A federal judge refused 
today to revoke bond for 
William L. Calley Jr., the 
former 
Army 
lieutenant 
convicted of the slaughter of 
22 civilians at the South 
Vietnamese hamlet of My 
Lai six years ago. 
U.S. District Judge J. 
Robert Elliott said he felt it 
was proper that the $1,000 
bail be continued pending a 
determination of the merits 
of Calley’s contention that 
he was unjustly tried, found 
guilty and sentenced. 
The Army had asked that 
the bail be revoked since 
President Nixon had refused 
to reduce further Calley’s 
10-year sentence and that 
the military review had 
been 
completed 
in 
the 
Armv’s judicial system. 
The 30-year-old Calley, 
who 
was 
dishonorably 
discharged 
after 
Nixon’s 
decision, 
was 
convicted 
March 29, 1971, for the 
massacre but served only 
three days in the stockade at 
nearby Ft. Benning before 
Nixon ordered him removed 
to 
the 
post’s 
bachelor 
officer quarters under house 
arrest. 
Last Monday, Elliott took 
the 
government 
motion 
under 
advisement 
but 
indicated he probably would 
allow Calley to remain free 
pending a hearing June 24 on 
an attempt to have his 
conviction overturned. 
Calley’s life sentence was 
reduced to 20 years during 
military review and then to 
10 years by Army Secretary 
Howard 
Callaway 
last 
month. 
President 
Nixon 
notified 
the 
Army 
last 
Saturday 
he 
would 
not 
further reduce the sentence 
and the Army immediately 
gave Calley a dishonorable 
discharge. 
Calley’s 
attorney, 
J. 
Houston 
Gordon, 
said 
Thursday that Calley was 
disappointed 
over 
the 
dishonorable discharge.

Times said in an editorial 
“ Justice for the President 
and the nation now requires 
his impeachment ” 
The 
Times 
has 
often 
supported Republicans in 
the past, and has endorsed

hesitated to criticise him 
editorially 
as 
Watergate 
unfolded. 
“ We said in this space last 
November that there was 
growing 
evidence 
to 
warrant 
the 
President’s 


impeachment But we did 
not then believe it was 
sufficient,” the newspaper 
said 
Since then, there has been 
a 
series

damaging revelations,” the 
Times said, including the 
transcripts of White House 
tapes. 
“ In our judgment they

tapes) 
contain 
presumptive evidence of at

Since that cold winter at 
the University of Chicago, 
Hardin has slowly put to­ 
gether a 192-page recipe on 
how to change America's 
strict 
constitutional-type 
government to a form o!

The Watergate break-in. 
subsequent Senate hearings, 
court battles, conviction of 
high-ranking 
government 
officials and the sobering

street. However, in the last 
few months, when people 
have particularly needed to 
stay informed of constantly 
changing prices of fuel, such 
large displays have ceased 
in the majority of service 
stations in the city On April 
18, 1974, only seven out of 24 
stations in Lompoc had one 
or more of their gasoline 
rates 
exhibited 
so 
that 
potential customers would 
not have to enter and read 
the pump This is less than 
one third. 
The 
citizens 
whose 
signatures appear on this 
petition request that the 
Lompoc City Council pass 
legislation requiring that 
gasoline prices be displayed 
in a prominent manner. 
This can be of benefit to 
both customers and dealers 
in Lompoc 


The potential customer 
can be benefited as follows: 
a 
The 
purchase

gasoline is generally made 
from a vehicle Prices per 
gallon are posted on the 
pumps in numbers only l/t of

These may be 
difficult to read from a 
vehicle for any one of 
several reasons. A large,

Good compromise 


It is certainly with a sign of relief that 
homeowners with self-regenerating water 
softeners greeted the action of the Lompoc 
City 
Council 
this 
week 
in 
initially 
approving an ordinance controlling the 
dumping of saline into the city sewage 
system 
ft 
Much credit for this compromise action 
must go to Gene Wahlers, Lompoc city 
administrator, working 
in concert with 
the 
representatives 
of 
the 
water 
conditioning industry and the local water 
conditioning businessmen. 


The earlier Brown and Caldwell Co. 
consultants 
report 
recommended 
the 
phasing out of the home regenerating 
facilities as an option to accomplishing the 


goal of reduced salinity in the sewer 
system It was apparently an option ripe 
for compromise and along with the water 
conditioning industry, we agree it is a good 
compromise. 
The action taken whereby only the large 
commercial dischargers of salinity will be 
obliged to dump their salts elsewhere has 
a reasonable chance of being effective, 
according to Wahlers. The degree of rising 
salinity and its impact on Lompoc drinking 
and agricultural water will not be known 
until a U.S. Geological Survey study is 
released in about a year. 
However, action which eliminates more 
than half of the salinity dumped should go 
a long ways toward strongly alleviating 
the dangers.

In 
the abstract, the proposal looks 
neat. In the reality of politics, 
prominent oxen are gored 
Phil Burton, for instance, will 
have to decide which committee he 
will serve on and must abandon 
several subcommittee assignments. 
Burton serves on Education and 
Labor, which will be split into two 
separate committees. He is also a 
subcommittee 
chairman 
on 
the 
Interior 
and 
Insular 
Affairs 
C om m ittee, 
which 
w ill 
be 
swallowed up in a new Energy and 
Environment Committee. 
Burton’s public opposition to the 
Bolling report is based on nebulous, 
procedural grounds. He seeks delay 
until next year, hardly the attitude 
of a leading reformer. 
Burton complains that the high 
number of members retiring from 
Congress 
this year means that 
“lame ducks’’ will be legislating for 
future congresses. 
“This 
product can 
hardly 
be 


called an improvement in the way 
Congress works,” Burton says of the 
Bolling report. “It ought to be sent 
back to the drawing boards.” 
It has been on the drawing boards 
for more than a year as the panel of 
fiv e 
D e m o c r a ts 
and 
fiv e 
Republicans worked to make the 
Solomon-like decisions that would 
anger so many of their colleagues. 
Speaker Carl Albert and Majority 
Leader Thomas O’Neill are lobbying 
for the Bolling report, aware that 
GOP floor leader John Rhodes 
would love to make reform an 
exclusively Republican issue if the 
Democratic 
caucus 
this 
week 
decides 
to deep-six 
the 
Bolling 
report. 
The coalition of the committee- 
chairm an 
barons 
and 
their 
endangered fiefdoms could prevail 
in 
the 
caucus 
because 
many 
lobbyists, 
from 
the 
National 
Association of Manufacturers to 
the AFL-CIO, don’t want change, 
either. 
“The lobbyists know where the 
bodies are and they have to see them 
moved,’’ explains Majority Leader 
O'Neill 
Indeed, the status quo can usually 
count on a heavy majority vote in 
Congress, which places all the more 
burden on the normally reform- 
minded members. Opponents of the 
Bolling report, O’Neill says, “Think 
more of their personal power than 
the good of the Congress. They talk 
about reform in public, but when the 
chips are down, they’re on the other 
side. 
They’re 
for 
reform 
until 
reform touches them.’’ 


A most interesting finding has 
been 
made 
in a recent report 
submitted to the legislature. It holds 
that private schools are doing a 
better job in education than the 
public schools and for much less 
money! 
The 
report 
covers 
a 
Driver 
Training Evaluation Study made by 
UCLA’s School of Engineering and 
Applied Science. Selecting 16 public 
schools and 15 commercial schools 
at random throughout the state, the 
researchers followed the training 
and the results of 12,000 students. 
The study cost $300,000 and had been 
ordered by the legislature. 
Since it was limited to driver 
training it cannot be concluded that 
the same results would be found in 
other comparisons between private 
and public education programs but 
it should suggest harder looks at the 
efficiency of the public schools. 
And 
an 
accidental 
discovery 
points to the need for much tighter 
fiscal 
auditing 
of 
the 
school 
districts. For although the study 
was limited to an examination of 
benefits and costs between public 
and 
commercial driver training 


programs, it found “ most districts 
had 
q u estio n a b le 
c h a r g e s ’ 
connected with their claims for 
reimbursement to the state. 
Driver training 
programs are 
supported 
with 
state 
funds 
stemming from fines imposed on 
traffic law violators. 
But the state has not conducted 
audits 
of 
school 
districts 
to 
determine the accuracy of claims 
made for driver training or other 
special funded programs. In fact, 
the state discontinued auditing of 
school districts a number of years 
ago. The revelation that improper 
and incorrect charges were made 
which should be returned to the 
state fund in this small part of the 
school program raises questions as 
to what is transpiring in all of the 
other programs. 
As to the specific findings of the 
driver training 
study, 
the first 
startling fact was that the public 
school programs cost 20 to 30 per 
cent more per completed student 
than the same training provided by 
commercial schools. It was pointed

It is also 
suggested in the finding that the 
expensive simulator equipment used 
in public schools is worthless since 
it held that “students trained in the 
short 
simulator 
programs 
were 
inferior to all other groups.” 
And the practice of taking more 
than one student in a car for training 
sessions was also questioned with 
the finding that “Little use is made 
of student observation time in the 
car.”

disturbed by their finding that only 
47 per cent of those trained were 
licensed within six months and only
